Madison is twenty -three miles frbm the western and 
nineteen miles from the eastern boundary of Dane County, 
of which it is the County Seat, and exactly midwdy be- 
tween the northern and southern boundaries, being fifteen 
miles from each. It is thus at the^geographical centre as 
it is the natural market and business point of a county 
containing thirty-five townships (one of them fractional) 
or twelve hundred and thirty-five square miles. 

The site of the city is an undulating isthmus, l^etwreen 
Lake Mendota, on the north-west,, and Monona on; the 
southeast* The most elevated ground withiji Ae city 
limits is . University Hill, tlj^.sumn^it of wWch.is about 
125 feet above the surrounding lakeft ; The ground upon 
which th^Oapitol stands is about. 76 feet, and'the ridge 
tliat skirts Lake Mendota, about 80. feet abpve the level 
^of tbp water. Iforth-east of tJEie Capitol each of the lakes 
i3 skirted by a ridge, perhaps thirty or forty, feet high. 
Between these ri^es thegrqmid is fiat and was fprmerly 
a very wet niarsh. The efforts tf>, reclaim tlos tract by

• Witb these estc^tibns tlte entire aitb 6f the city is 
abundantly higli, and so rolling as to afford perfect drain- 
kge anSa beauttful building site*' Hfoch has been said arid 
written afeout" iJie beaiuty of Madison. Horace Greelt, 
Bayard Taylor, tod dthet distinguished visitors hav^ 
described' the charming lake scenery by V^hich we are sur- 
rounded in such glowing terma iis to giro Madison a na- 
tional reputation. It is not bur pfurpiose to enlarge upon 
this topic. The visitor haa only to survey tJiie city and 
the surrounding country fhmi the top of the Vilas Hd'use 
oi' the Gcipitol, or thb main edifice of thfe University, to 
satirfy him»elf tfce world Affords few more delightful pros?

In 1857, the Episcopal Church edifice, on the comer of 
Washington Avenue aind Carroll street was commenced.

For several years subsequent to 1867, but little was 
done in the way of public or business buildings.

In 1863, Miller's Block, comer of Carroll and Hamil- 
ton streets. Groves' rectifying establishment; oh Webst^ 
street, and Turner's Hall, were built 

In 1864, Sullivan's Block, on Carroll, street. Fair- 
child's, on Main, between Wisconsin Avenue and Pinck- 
ney street, were built The K W. Bailroad was com- 
pleted to Madison, and Harvey Hospital was established 
in the mansion erected by Gov. Farwell, and large ad- 
ditions made to the building. The German Episcopal 
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Methodist Ghurcli was built this year, on the corner of 
Miflain and Webster streets. 

In 1865, Kohner's beautiful block; on Main street, 
near Pinckney, was built, and Harvey Hospital was se- 
cured as an asylum for children of deceased soldiers. 
This year also was built "Immanuers Church," by the 
German Evangelical Society, on the comer of Pinckney 
and Hamilton streets. Late in the fall of this year the 
first Nicholson pavement was laid, on Main street, on 
the southeast side of the Park.

The manufacturing interests of Madison arey4i8. yet, not 
very extensive ; the cost of niotive power hkviiig operat- 
ed to discourage enterprises in this lino.

Farwell, as already men- 
tioned, there is a steam flouring mill at the foot of East 
Canal stre.et, built by Mr. F. Briggs, in — in connec- 
tion with a distillery, and how owned by Messrs. Man*- 
KING & Merrell.

the sun of the South will do for us, gratuitously, what no 
amount of labor can ever accomplish in the North. 

The "Capital Iron Works " areJocated at the corner of 
Wilson and IngersoU streets and owned by J. K Bakbb, 
who commenced operations in 1865. The establishment 
is devoted to the manufacture of agricultural implements 
Und repairing all kinds of machinery — and employs ten 
hands. • 

The first planing mill was built by BtomY C. Pabker, 
on the comer of Wilson and Blair streets, in 1852. 

In 1856 a planing mill and sash and door factory was 
built by Jambs Campbell, on Washington Avenue, be- 
tween the Capitol and the R R Depot It is qow owned 
by Asa Buboes, and employs ten hands. The foregoing 
comprise the principal manu&ctnring establishments in 
which' machinay is employed; 

The most extensive establishments for the manufitcture 
of cabinet ware are those of Mr. Dabwin Glabe, the old- 
est, Fisher & Bbykolds, and 3. M. Kki&sr, successor of 
Chttbgh & Hawley. The last named establishment at 
one time, when carried on by Ohuboh & Hawlbt, did the 
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largest business, employing steam power upon some parts 
of their. work.. ... . . 

It is believed thAt wBen tiiB vast 1)eds of Peat which 
lie in.the.vicmitj. of Madison come to. be worked and the 
product; bn)ught into market^ it will. ao. cheapen fuel as to 
give a new impulse to the mana&cturiBg interests of the 
town.

Known as the "State Agricultural Rooms,'* is, at presei\t 
in Porter's Block, but will be removed in April, 1866, to 
the State Capitol ; the north side of the. west wing having 
just been assigned to it by the Legislature. It is the de- 
sign of thq Society when thus established in these mpre 
spacious apartments to zealously carry forward the work 
of forming a valuable collection of the ores, building 
stones, timbers, plants, agricultural products, 4ic, &a, of 
Wisconsin; thus illustrating, in an interesting and very 
instructive manner, the Resources and industrial pi-ogress 
of the State. 



STATE TDNIVBRSITY. 

This institution is indebted for its endowment to the 
xnunificence of the General Government, which granted m 
trudt for University purposes to the State of Wiaoonsii^, 
8eventy4wo sections^, oir 46,080 acres of; land. ^ The State 
accepted the trust and embodied in its constitution tb« 
following dlatise: 

" Provision shall be made by law for the establishment 
.*' of^ a State University at or near the seat of State gov- 
,^'emment,> and for connecting ^ith thedame, from time 4b 
>^ time, such colleges in difietent parts of the State as the 
:" mterestSt <tf educatioh may require!" 

In pursuance of this requirement the first State Legis- 
lature, held in the summer of 1848, vested the govern- 
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ment of ibe TJnirevfiity in a Board of Begents, tocdnsiat 
of a president and twelve members, to be elected bj) tMe 
Legiidature and bold office for tbe term of aiat '.jitM. 
This legislature also located the University in Dane Goon* 
ty, and appointed a commission for the. sale of the Unt- 
versity lands and the investment of the proceeds. 

The first meeting of tbe Board of Begents was. beld 
October 7> 1848, at wbicb time it was decided to ojien a 
Preparatory Department for. the ^ reception of pupils, iix 
February, 1819. J. W. Stsbung was. elected Professor 
of Mathematics and appointed to take cbarge. of 'the Pre- 
paratory Depaartment at the lime designated, at a salary of 
$500 per annum. The present £dte was selected^ add : a 
committee appcnnted to negotiate tbe pnrchisfle, w^hicb was 
consummated tbe following year* GSie : tract, wbicb was 
bought of Mr. Anson VANDitBPOOL, was the N. W. 1-4 
of Sec. 28, T. 7, R .9, excepting Block 9, of the village of 
Madison. Tbe price stipulated was $5 per acre and the

orciained bj the Bo^ and Dr. Alfbep L. Castlkman was 
elected Professor of the Theory and Practice of Medicine. 
The July following Dr. D. Ooopkb Aybes was elected 
Professor of Obstetricsj &a, and Dr. Geo. D. Wilbur, 
Professor of, Materia. Medica. In January, 1856, Dr. L. 
W» Thayer, Jr., was elated Professor of Anatomy, and 
in July of the same year the following additions were 
made to the Medical Faculty: Dr. Joseph Hobbins, 
Professor of Surgery ; Dr. Alexander Schue, Professor 
ot Institutes of Medicine ; Dr. J. Mercer McOabe, Dem- 
onstrator of Anatbmy, Dr. Oastlbman, at the same time, 
resign^ the Chair of Theory and Practice of Medicine, 
but was re-elected in January, 1857.

was rescinded, and from that time the Board seems to have 
done little else in regard to the Department of Medicine 
than to institute semi-annual inquiries as to the usa made 
of the $600 above referred to^ and request the parties who 
drew the same to return it to the treasury. Aside from a

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AiitiSK tendared his resigQation, to take effect at the close 
of the academic year thea current. His resigQatiou was ac- 
cepted, and the department passed into the hands of Prof. 
J. 0. PiOKAKb. This branch of the University flourish- 
ed under the administration of Prof* Allbk, so fer at 
least as numbers ope concerned, and it continues to give 
promise of abundant success. 

The policy of admitting young ladies to the University 
at first met with no little opposition on the part of the 
alumni of the institution and those pursuing the collegiate 
course, who supposed it would detract from the dignity of 
the University. This hostility, however, speedily abated 
as it became apparent that the new policy was conferring 
in the respectability of numbers benefits more than coun- 
terpoising the offense it gave to scholastic exclusivenesa 

It has been stated that efforts were made at an early day 
to secure donations to the Library. These efforts were to 
some extent successful, but the supposed wealth of the in- 
stitution doubtless had the effect to restrain public liber- 
ality, and the donations of Senator Dodge and the condi- 
tional gift of his private library by Chancellor Lathrop, 
were the only important results of the attempt to secure a • 
library by donations. Owing to the condition of the Uni- 
versity finances, appropriations for library purposes have 
been quite limited. So far as they appear upon the min- 
utes of the Board they are as follows :

It is Stated that for two or three years past the^ annual 
itpprO^ation has not been drawn, so that fronpi six to 
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Bine hundred dollars should' be deducted from the abbve 
amount, leaving th^^ actual amouBt expended for library- 
purposes obly $2,360 to $2,650. It should. be stated that 
the Board has felt' at liberty to make spariag appropria- 
tions fot this ptirpoge because the State and Historical Li- 
braries have been so readily aocessible . to both students 
and professors. . . 

The oabinejfc of .Natural History, &;a, has received more 
attention than the Library.. There were no Ofther collec- 
'tions in the ,place to which students .coul4 have recoursie, 
;and this cr^pMed a^ necessity for more attentipA and liber- 
.ality than even bestowed upon the library. Through the 
active enterprise of Hon. H. A- TENjfEY an^i the liberal 
.spirit of the. Board a. considerable collection had been 
.made prior to 1866,. at which time an .appropriation of 
$600 a year for two yeg-rs was made by the Board. In 
.1807 HoD^. L. J. Fabwell presented the somewhat valua- 
ble collection, known as the MadisonMuseum, to the Uni- 
versity. In 1859 the total amount that had been expend- 
ed in this ^ip^ction was $5,293.61. Of this amount a con- 
side|*able p.9rtion .was u^ed in the purchase of chemical 
jSind philosophical apparatus, so that the entire outlay for 
cabinet proper, did not probably exceed $3,600. Since 
,that time it does not appear that any considerable appro- 
priations havis ^e^n made for cabinet purposes, and the 
entire expense of the collections to the present time has 
probably not been greatly in excess of the sum of gl5,000. 

The collection coiiiprises enough specimens in mineral- 
ogy, geology and natural history, to render the cabinet of 
great value to the studeiit. It is doubtless the best pub- 
lic colkction in the State, though it is of course still de- 
ficient in many respects. 
* - The University has a fine assortment of chemical i^ud 
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philosophical apparatus suflSciently extensive to illustrate 
most subjects with^whiph the student has to deal. The 
importance of a labratory large enough to afifbrd students 
an opportunity to become expert manipulators has long 
been appreciated, and such facilities will undoubtedly be 
afforded so soon as the finances shall warrant. 

In 1857 a contract was entered into with James Camp- 
bell to erect the central edifice, for the sum of $36,500. 
The building was, in its principal features, in accordance 
with theJ original plan submitted in 1850 and drafted'by 
Mr. Eague. It was completed in 1858. It contains the 
lecture and recitation rooifts, with their apparatus, the li- 
brary, cabinet, chapel, and the halls of the literary so- 
cieties. 

The structure would doubtless prove too small in case 
the University should flourish at all in proportion to the 
expectations of its friends or to the larger and more pros- 
perous institutions of the country. It is, however, a rather 
imposing structure, and adequate to the present wants of 
the institution. It occupies the highest ground in the vi- 
cinity of Madison and its summit commands an extensive 
and lovely prospect 

The original endowment, as before stated, was made by 
the General Government, and consisted of seventy-two 
sections of land. At a subsequent time Congress made a 
new grant of the same amount of land, which would raise 
the endowment to one hundred and forty five sections, or 
92,160 acrea At the close of the year 1859, 74,617 acres 
had been sold at an average price of about $3.00 per acre, 
yielding a fund of $224,538.61. To this is to be added 
the amount realized from the sale of grounds adjoining 
the site, or $7,682.70, making the gross proceeds of sales 
up to that date $282,219.21. 
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The total indebtedness in June, 1860, was $95,146.81 
It appears from the report of the Secretary of State for 
the fiscal year ending September 30, 1864, the entire debt 
had been cleared off before the end of th^.t year, but the 
showing in other respects is not so favorable. It appears 
that about 17,000 acres of land stiU remained unsold, 
while some 23,000 acres previously sold had be^n forfieted 
for non payment of interest The productive fund was 
thus reduced to $157,170.25. Should the 40,000 acres 
now on hand be disponed of as advantageously as was the 
balance of the origiiial estate the productive fund would 
be swelled to about $280,000, which, at seven per cent 
would yield a yearly revenue of $19,600. As it is the 
revenue amounts to only about $11,000, and this is to be 
reduced by deducting $1,000 paid the State for adminis- 
tering the fund, leaving only $10,000 available for Uni- 
versity purposes. It may be safe to add to this income 
$2,000 derived from tuition fees, &c., making a total reve- 
nue of $12,000. After paying the salaries of six profes- 
sors and two or three assistants, purchasing fuel for three 
large buildings at the high prices now prevailing, and 
making outlays for necessary repairs, it is impossible that 
there should remain any considerable surplus to expend 
in enlarging the library and cabinet and procuring the 
needed apf)aratus and accessories of the lecture room. 

Were the fund yielding $20,000 — the extreme limit — 
and were there five hundred students, paying $6,000 an- 
nually, the revenue would still be so small that the insti- 
tution would fail to meet the extravagant expectations of 
those who greatly wonder why the State University does 
not compare in advantages with the great colleges of the 
land. It is to be hoped therefore that neither the State 
nor private citizens will long excuse themselves from the 
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exercise of a large generosity on the ground of the sup- 
posed wealth of the institution. 

It may be interacting to note the intentions of the fra- 
mers of our. constitution respecting the University. They 
hoped and meant that it should eventually become a Uni- 
veraity proper, devoted to professional instruction and to 
the advancement of such as desired to push their scientific 
studies beyond the limit established in cdlleges. They 
further intended to make all colleges in the State tributa- 
ry and in a manner under the supervision of the Universi- 
ty. This is readily gathered from the clause before quoted 
which declares that " Provision shall be made by law for 
the establishment of a State University, * * and for 
connecting therewith^ from time to time, such colleges in 
different parts of the State as the interests of education 
may require." It is part of the private history of the 
convention that this matter was carefully canvassed, in 
committee, and a plan was formed which was designed to 
give the University a kind of authority over other insti- 
tutions of learning in the State, and to render its endorse- 
ment an object of ambition to all who might be pursuing 
a liberal course in atiy college within the State; and this 
plan was embodied so far as it could be with propriety, in 
the clause of the constitution above quoted. 

For some reason the legislature seems to have lost sight 
of this design, and merely provided that the Board of Re- 
gents might receive collies into connection with the Uni- 
versity upon application of their boards of trustees. 

It has probably not been at any time practicable to car- 
ry out the design of the convention to the exclusion of 
the college studies, as there have beeii no adequate sources 
from which it could draw students, for the professional and 
advanced scientific course. It is equally true that the 
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finances have never warranted an attempt to sustain the 
double character of a college and a University, so that it 
has been hitherto as it is likely to remai* for some time to 
come more strictly a college than a University. 

Should the institution prosper financially and should 
''the legislature take such action as would place it at the 
head of the educational interests of the State in point of 
authority, the hopes and purposes of its founders may yet 
be realized. As a college it well deserves the cordial sup- 
port and fostering care of the people, and these it must 
receive if it is ever to reach the eminence it ought to oc- 
cupy as a seat of learning. 

GENERAL EDUCATION. 
The School House is one of the first objects of concern 
in every "Yankee" community, though in its structure 
there is rarely that care bestowed upon its arrangements 
which the health and comfort of the pupils demand.: 
The first school house in Madison was a small wood build- 
ing on the corner of Pinokney and Dayton streets, below 
the present State Journal office, built in 1839. It was oc- 
cupied for a time as a school room and then as a dwelling, - 
and has disappeared. . The second school house was the 
brick one still standing and occupied, built on Butler 
street, near Washington Avenue, N. B. -of the Capitol 
Park. It was built in 1845, and was a large and commor 
dious one for the time when it was erected. .Whila little 
was done to provide public schools-previous to the organ- 
ization of the State government, the wants of comnjon 
school education were well supplied by the enterprise of, 
individuals in establishing privat^ and sdect schools which, 
were generally patronized in preference to the public 
school. . , ' 
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In 1846-7 the brick Academy was built on the corner 
of Wisconsin Avenueand Johnson streets, and for several 
y^ars was occupied as 9, Fen^ale, Academy, under the cafe 
of Miss; MA.TILDA Howell, . ., 

In ,1865, , the legislature f nacted a law establishing ^ . 
Bpard of EduQafcu;>a for the village of Madison, apd on. 
tb6,20.th of February, of the same year, the jBrst board

In 1856, the,yiils>ge 1^9.ving becoi^ie a city, the Common 
C0un9.il appifpp^iaj^d |24,000 for the erection, of school, 
housies in the four wards of the city. .In 1857 large two 
story school houses were built in the first and third wards, 
containing the usual appartments of what have been call- 
ed Union School houses. 'The total cost pf these build- 
ings, (built of ^tone) was $9,500. The' city finances soon 
became so involved that further buildibg was suspended 
tod the second' and fourth wards are still without these' 
fecilitiea •'thtEJ bribk Academfy before mentioned, 6as, 
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however, been purchased by the Board of Bdubflltion and 
used for the accommodation of the High School 

It appears from the report of the Board, for the year , 
ending Dec, 1863, that the total valuation of school prop- ' 
erty in the city, including buildings, furniture and grounds, 
was then $26,791.62. The number of seats in all the pub- 
lic school buildings was 709, while the number of pupils 
enrolled for the Ml term of 1868, was 826. It is intend- 
ed by the Board to erect a new school house in the Fourth 
"Ward, during the summer of 1866, which shall be supe- 
rior to either of the others, and which will increase the 
total number of seats to about 1000. For the names of 
the present Board and other school officers, se$ Directory. 

Among the private educational' enterprises, that of Mrs. 
Tappan is worthy of note. Though other studies have 
much of the time formed a part of the course of instruc- 
tion, the study of music, vocal and instrumental, has been 
the prominent feature of her school and has usually em- 
braced a large number of pupils. Her euperior qualifi-' 
cations both as a pianist and vocalist have rendered her 
school deservedl}'' popular and highly useful. 

Miss Gbiswold, for a time connected with Mrs. Tap- 
pan, still conducts a private school, with good success, in 
the large brick house on the corner of Wjlshington Av- 
enue and Butler street, two blocks N. B. from the Park. 

The Catholics have a large and flouifehing school at 
their fine stone ^urch, on Main street 



COMMERCIAL COLLEGE. 
This School was opened by Mn R S. Bacon, in 
January, 1856, who sold to Mr. D. H, Tulms, in the 
Fall of 1858. It was continxt^ without; interruption, 
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uiuier the care of Mr. Tullis, until early in 1865, 
when bj mutual arraDgement, it passed into the h&vdB of 
Messrs. WoBTHiNatON and Wabnib, by wbom it.is still 
continued^ in Youws block, comer of Main attd Carroll , 
streeta Like other institutions of the kind, the mttin ob- 
ject is, to.give a thorough course in the science of book- 
keeping, preparatory to entering upon mercantile andoth- 
er bumness pursuits. In addition to book keeping; in- 
struction is aldo given in the art of operating the tele- 
graph, and occasional lectures on Commercial Law are 
added. To make these schools worthy of the name they 
bear, and to secure to yoang men a thorough businees 
education, students should not only be petffoQtly trained 
as accounlajtits,but well drilled in the main principles of 
Commercial law and political ecommy* Those who pro- 
pose to engage in trade, should, of $tll others, next to the 
statesman, m^ike themselves familiar with the laws of 
trade in the econ,omio sensa It would enable theme, in 
most cases, to i^un the rocks upon which so many fortunes 
bravely made, have finally been wrecked. 



HOSPITAL FOB THE INSANK 
This institution is located on the north bank of Laker 
Mendota, three miles from the city by a direct line across; 
the lake, and six miles by the carriage roaid. The grounds 
embrace one hundred acres purchased by the State fiiom 
Ll J. FABWfiiiL, in 1864 3y an act of the Legialature, 
approved March SOthof ^the same y^r, the (Soyernor waH. 
authorized to appoint Commissioners to prepare plans ajid 
let a contract for the eii^ction of a Lunatic Asylum^ su^b- 
sl^antially upon the plan of the Asylum in Worcester, 
Mass., both in respect to design and expeijise* 
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In pursuance of this act, Gov. BArstoW- appointed S. ' 
Gk BuoBT; D, S. Viitum: and A. S. Saneoiin, Commission- 
ers, and Dr»' G. R McLane "Was; aj^yointed Superintend- 
ent. On the 81st of OdiOber thecbnti^cfi for the erection 
of the' building was awarded to Andrew Fecoudfit, and 
the work was commenced. TJpdn' the assembling of the 
Legislature of 1855, however, the que$tioii was raised a& 
to whether the- CommiSdidners bad acted in confownity 
witli the law, either in respect to the plan of the building, 
the cdsuof ootiistructron, or the manner of letting the con- 
tract, and'the "whole subject was referred to a select coin- 
ifiitte^ for investigation. ^ ^ . * ' 

This coriimittee found that the plan adopted by the 
Commiissioners was much more Extensive than had been 
authorized,' and bore no particular resemblance to the 
Worcester Asylum; which the legislature had adopted as^ 
a pattern. They also found iJlat'the' Wrk had beeft con- 
tracted by the piece, with no footings or statement of the 
^ggregsiie attiiount, and eoneequently the total amount -for 
which the State would be liabie under the contract, was 
entirely uncertain. The committee procured the assis- 
tance of architects and builders, who made an estimate of 
the cost of the proposed structure, upon the basis of the 
rates -agreed upon in the contract, and- the result of their 
figures was $452,140.42, while the cost oP the Worcester 
Asylum; to which they were limited, was less thail jglOO',-' 
000. The result of the iiiTestigation was,- that the l6gis-' 
lature ifcimulled the contract; 'and berethfe.question of an' 
Asylum for the Insane '^rested for t^o yeara 

By an act approved March 6th, 1657, tbo enterprise was' 
reviy^ under the name of Hospital for the Insana Un- 
der lihis act, L. J, Farwell, Johk P. MoGhbgqr and Levi 
Sterling were appointed-hy the Gbverftor-to Commiss- 
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sioners, with authority to mature platis and contract fbf^ 
the erection of a building, ihe cost beitig'Umited to $100,- 
000. The Commission^ not' being restricted to any' 
model, adopted a plan which could be built in 'part and ' 
subsequently extended as the demand for accommoda-' 
tions increased. T?hey called for prdpoisals fbr the ^rec- ' 
tion of such portion of the plan as they supposed would > 
come within the expense Hniited by th«e legislatdre, atid • 
which^they estimated would accommodate 75 patients, iand' 
the contract was awarded to Nelson MoNieIi, at $78,000. 
This contract was exclusiveof certain arrangements which 
entered itito the plan and which.- th^ Commissioners sup- 
posed could be added for the balance of 'the sum littiited: 

Mr. McNiEL progressed but slowly "With his contract, 
and finally failed entirely and thtew it up, which caiiseid 
much delay in the completion bf 'the 'building, and it 'Was 
not until some time in 1860, that it 'was turned Ovfei* tt) 
the Board of Trustees, for the Yeceptiop'of patients, atid' 
then it was found that provision had b^en made for^thd 
accomiii6dation bf only 82— ^the Commissioner^ geeming* 
to have arranged the- apartments not so xouchiwilli'a vietv^ 
to furnish kocommodations for the uilfdrtxinate perfiottS' for 
whom the Institution was designed^ as to ttt tp a:fi|aei ^a-: 
tablishment for those* who' were to hav^ft them in* charge. 

Oil the 20th of May, 1860, the* Trosfees elected Dr. 
John p. Clement, as Medical Supefintendent^ dndlie ajK 
pointed. Br. John FavIll. as his assistaxit^ and the first pa*' 
tient was admitted to the Hospital oii.thfe.ltdrth'of July, of 
the same year. Ith&d already beenriasd^rtained that Jkhei 
number of insane persons in the State, of both sexes, ex» 
oeeded 200,. and the Trustees w'dre obliged to apportaoa 
the &w that could be accbmmodated, aoooilkg the counties 
presenting the most urgeat cases, ftomone^to three toeaob, 
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•while laftny coanties were necessarily excluded entirely. 
Keen was the disappointment of many who had friends 
bereft of readopy and who had been looking long and 
anxiously to the completion of the Hospital, when, as 
they supposedj they would have a right, as eitissens of the 
State, to share in its munificence. In view of the pressing 
demand, the Medical Superintendent, with the Executive 
Committee of the Board of TrusteeSj consisting of Dr. A. 
L Bennett, Sihbon Mills and Thomas Hood, setabout 
rearranging and economizing the apartments, and sa suc- 
cessful were they in their efforts that on the 17tb of De-. 
cember, of the same year, ®9 patients had been received 
and only eleven discharged. 

Still the capacity of the Institution was far from meet- 
ing the Wants of those suffering from mental disease, and 
by an act approved Mart5h 11, 1861, the legislature author: 
ized the enlargement Of the building, by which its capaci- 
ty was consideraUy more tbati doubled. In this case the 
law wisely placed the work in charge of the Trustee^ with 
authority to ch(k>se an Executive Committee to act for the 
Bosird^ ahd I>r. A. L Bsnnstt, SikeoK Mills and Thoh- 
AS HooB were appointed said conmiittea The legislature 
appropriated to the object $40,000. The contract for the 
maaon work was awaorded to Joseph Parkins of Dane, 
County, at $20,500, and the carpenter and joiner work to 
Messrs Bbablkt & Norton^ of Bacine, at about $9;000. 
This was exclusive of heating and gas apparatus, sewer- 
age, kdrj whieh absorbed the balance of the appropriation. 
In this.tnstance the State was more fortunate than in t^e 
former ones in cteriving benefits commensurate with the 
money appropriated. The. work was executed with a 
good degree of promptness imd in the summer of 1862 
waa ready for the aeoommodatian of patientsi 
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In April, 1864, Dr. A- H. Van Norstband was elected 
Medical: Superintendent in place of Dr. Oubmsnt, and 
now holds that position, with Dr. J* W. Sawtkr as as- 
sistant physician. Mra Maby C. HolIiIdat has oocupied 
the portion of Matron from the opening of the Institation 
to the present tima 

It appears from the report of the Superintendent for the 
year 1865 that there w^e admitted to the Hospital, during 
the year, 87, of whom 44 were males and 48 females. 
The whole number receiving the benefits of the Hospital 
during the year was 267. Discharged during.the ye^r, 80 ; 
leaving in the Institution, on the 1st of October, 186$, 
177— 89 males and 88 females. 

The capacity of the Institution is still very inadequate 
for the accommodation of all who need care and treatment, 
and, it being a Hospital rather than an Aiylum^ the hofpe- 
less cases must often be returned to their friends. or to the 
County poor houses or jails to make room for more recent 
and hopeful case& The census of 186Q thows that there 
were then 640 insane or idiotic persons in tiie State, and 
the number must be considerably greater at the present 
time, while the present accommodatiorus site acarcely suffi- 
cient for 200. 

During the legislative session of 1866, numerous peti- 
tions were presented to the legislature asking that Airther 
provisi(»is be made for this unfortunate class, and a bill 
for the enlargement of the present Hospital passed the 
Senate, but failed in the Assembly in consequence of a 
disagreement amongst members as to the relative expedi- 
ency of enlarging the present establishment or building a 
new Hospital in some other section of the /State. The 
subject is now before the legislature of 1866^ and it is 
earnestly hoped that ccmsiderations^ of humanity will so 
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far preponderate over sectional ' interest that the much 
i needed piJCvision : will be made, in some form and on a 
scale which will/make^ the Institution or Institutions not 
'only the resort fortemporary treatnient, but the Asylum 
:— the home of the most unfortunate class of sufferer, the 
hopelessly insane. 

STATE HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 
. We find theigerm of this Society in a small meeting, of 
citi^ns of Madiison and persons from other parts of the 
State, h^id at the American Hotel, in Madison, Jan. 29, 
.1849, of which J. Y. Smith was Chairman and B. M. 
Williamson, Secretary. This meeting resolved to call a 
'general nieetingin the Senate Chamber the next evening 
•to' consider the expediency of organizing a State Histori- 
•cal Society. At the meeting on the 30th, Prof Eleazbb 
'Boot was called to the Chair, and Gen. Wm. R Smith 
vchosen Secretary* A constitution was formed and adopt- 
^ed, and numetously signed by those present, after which 
the Society proceeded to the election of officers. Nelson 
-Dbwey, theGovemor of the State, was elected the first 
-Pi»sident, I. A. Lapham Corresponding Secretary, and 
Eev. Chables Lord, Kecording Secretary. One Vice- 
-Preaident was also chosen for each of the 25 counties then 
organized. 

. The Society held annual meetings at which able historic 
'discourses were delivered, but during the first five years of 
its existence it accomplished next to nothing in the way 
of historical collections-r-so little that in 1854 the library 
contained only 60 volumes, and all but three of these were 
•State laws, jonrnals and documents, and were deposited 
in a small cupb6ard 8 by 4 feet 
> ' In 1863 the Society was incorporated by an act of the 
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legislature, afadiin 1854 it was reorganized under, the 
charter.' Inutile rporganization Gren. W..R SiflTH was 
elected Presidbni, Lyman. QDaAPEE Corresponding Sec- 
letal'y, and Eer; Ghaeles Lobd Beoording Secretary. 
ThissfcM'med diu importanft era in the history of the Sooie- 
ty. Under the energetic arid -untiring eflforts of theOor- 
jespondiBg Sfcoretary,/Mn. Draper, it made rapid progress 
•from this . time ■ onward, in the: objects for which iX was 
formed— 4h€) securing of HistoricalOolIectiOps, JJ^ open- 
ed correspondence with other Societies and with i^divid- 
.nals througUiahit 'the country^: soliciting donations ^iid a:;:- 
"Chftnges from every available source as well as written 
•eobtributiotls and relita relating to .the history of our own 
State,»:afl!d' the result' was that coUeotions rapidly accumu- 
•loted. At^every meeting , of the ^Executive Gommittee, 
'whi6b fecuniedsever^ tinaea in a year, the- members, were 
surprised at the amount of labor accomplished anditg vis- 
ible, results.- -Small appKopriatioas have been made from 
the State Treasury for the. purchase .-of Such,, works as 
X5ould not be obtained by -donation or exchange, and 
these haveibeen i9xp^nded with great care and. disf5rimina»- 
tion and/added much to the;vf^lu6 and interest of the oolr 
'lection. ••....;.•. 

. In 1855, DajnikilS. DcjjEtBiB,:Esc(„ was ehosen Librarian 
of the- "Society, but {for some? two years his duties were 
but nominal and reiadierfid. without eoqipensation.; la 
ISSeiitbecahieiobviousithftt.tbe .'Society. must ha\^ rooms 
speoially devoted to its iise'and a ^maU.apartjpei^t ia the 
basement of. rthia.Baptiati Church, oii. GarroU street wap 
first obtained ^and soon-it required-aod .obtfl.in^d.'thei use 
of nearly the wbole.hasemeBtiof the* church-.* In 1867 
the cellectkHis had bdoobae soJarge ja)id .pf so mue^. in- 
terest that Mr. DuBiRiB devoted hi3 whole time to the,d».r 
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ties of Librarian, in whieh p6siti6n he has been oontina- 
ed by the votes of the Society to the present time. With 
the care of the rcloms and collections, indexing the vol- 
umes by subjects^ and assisting in carrying on the vast cor- 
respondence of the Society, he has perfi)rmed a vast 
amount of labor upon a small salary. 

Chiefly as the result of the labors of the Oorresponding 
Secretary and Librarian, the Society has become a success 
beyond any thing of the kind of its age, in this, or prob- 
ably any other country. The library now contains 21,366 
volumes, bound and unbound, of which 1186 are bound 
newspapers ; 188 of these were published in the last cen* 
tury, several of them by Dr. Franklin, and one in the 
previous century; over 400 Atlases^ maps and diagrams 
of ancient date, illustrating the vagueness of the ideas 
concerning the American Oontinent, which prevailed 200 
years ago. 

One of the most attractive features of the collections is 
the picture gallery. It oon^ists of 60 fine oil portraits of 
early pioneers of the State, Wisoonsin Governors, and 
other prominent men, and of several Indian Ghiefe, all re* 
markably true to the life and some of them showing high 
artistic finish. The Society has also made good progress 
in the tx>lleotion of a Cabinet of ancient and modem relics, 
both of nature lind art and which promises to become^ 
ere long, an object of very great intenesL 

The Society, as will be inferred, is not an institution of 
the State €k>vernment, though the State has generously 
fostered it by a small annual appropriatibn, for several 
years past, to aid in sustaining its mahi^ment and to 
augment its collections ; but its manag^nent and control 
is wisely ifetained in the hands of private citizens, residing 
in all parts <^ the State, and associated under tlieir charter. 
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Within the last three or four jears the rooms of the 
SoQiety, never very suitable from their underground posi- 
tion, low ceilings, aind want of enclosed alcoves, have be- 
come more and more crowded and insufficient for the 
proper display and protection of the collections, and in 
1865 the legislature manifested its interest in the enter- 
prise and their apprepjation of its usefulness to the State,* 
by appropriating to its use the entire second floor of the 
south wing of the Capitol and ordering it fitted up in an 
appropriate manner, and in January, 1866, the effects of* 
the Society were removed and tastefully disposed in their 
new and elegant depository.' Gn the evening of the 24th 
of the same month the room^ set apart by the munificence 
of the State> were formally dedicated to the use of the 
Society, by an eloquent address'by ex-Gov. Salomon", of 
Milwaukee, and other appropriate proceedings, and the 
occasion was one of unmingled satisfaction to the found- 
ers and early friends of the enterprise, and of deep inter- 
est to the large assembly convened upon the occasion. 
We know of no enterprise, of the like magnitude, which 
reflects so much credit upon the State as this. While its. 
cost, in money, has been but trifling, its usefulness is be* 
yond estimate. It will h6 a favorite and profitable resort 
for State officers and members of legislatures. Professors 
and Students of the University, and the curious and stu* 
dious of all classes ; and future generations of oiti^ens 
will bless the forethought which provided such a reservoir 
of knowledge. No stonger should visit Madison without 
spending a day at the Historical Booms, where he will 
always find a cordial weicoma 
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THE NEW CAPITOL. 
Very soon after the organizatioiti of the State Goveru- 
ment, the Capitol became inadequate to the proper ac- 
commodation of the several departments which the organ- 
ization brought into being, and the business of which 
rapidly increased with the growth of the State. Still, by 
renting some rooms in other buildings, it was made to 
answer the purpose for ien years after Wisconsin became 
a State.. 

In 1857 it became apparent that a new capitol must be 
built without further delay, and this necessity gave rise 
to a proposition, in the legislature of trhat year to remove 
the seg,t of government from Madison to some other point 
Whether there was any real danger of the success of the 
proposition or not, the people of Madison became alarmed 
and voted to donate to the State $50,000^ iA City bonds, 
to aid in the construction of a new capitol upon the old 
site. 

This proposition was accepted by the legislature and by 
an act, approved February 28th, 1857, thp Governor and 
Secretary of State were authorized to adopt ,a plan and 
contract for the erection of the east wing of the building. 
The plan was drawn by Messrs. Kutzbook & Donnell, 
and the contract for the east wing was, let to A. A. Mc- 
Donnell, and first occupied by the Assembly in 1859. 
Messrs. Ku3?zboCk*& Ponnell were appointed Architects. 
By an act, approved March 9th, 18fil, the construction 
of the West wiog waa authorized, uqder the direction of 
the State officers, and the contract was : awarded to Messrs. 
Habvey & MoxLEY. At the session of 1863, the As- 
sembly (according to the design) took possession of the 
West wing and the Senate of the East wing. 
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By act of March 2.6, 1863, the erectio.ii of the North 
wing and the laying of the foundation of the South wing,' 
and of the Eotunda, were provided, for and .the North 
wing was first occcupied the winter following. 

By act of April 2d, 1864, provision was made for the 
completion of the South wing and raising the walls of the 
Eotunda to the roof of the wings. The South wing was 
first occupied by the State Historical Society, in January, 
1866. 

■ The erection of the Dome and finishing the Eotunda 
only remain to complete the structure, and this will prob- 
ably be done the present year. 

The East and West wii^s were built on either side of 
the old capitol, which was not removed until these two 
wings were ready for use, and the occupancy of the build- 
ing has never beeu interrupted. For the North and South 
wings, Mr. J. Livsey, Harvey, Moxley and Moultok, 
were severally contractors upon different parts of the 
work, . . ; ' .' 

The diameter of the structure from Nprth to South, is 
250 feet, .and from East to West, 275 feet. Its extreme 
height, according to the design, will be 221 feet It is 
built in th^^Oprinthian order of architecture, and though 
plain in its exterior finish for that order of architecture, 
its internal finish i^ more elaborate, presenting an appear- 
ance of elegance andi.coir^fort, in broad contrast with th^ 
the snaootb, dripping, stone, surfaces and cavern like ap- 
pearance of tlie interior of the Capitol, at. Nashville, Tenn. 
The building has not the massive g^uality which shpuld 
characterize public buildings of this description, and will 
hardly be- able to.sing the song of athqusandyeara But 
this defect w^s, in a great measure, at least, unavoidable 
from the absence of mas^ivp building naaterial within availa- 
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He distance. Still the new Capitol will long remain a credit 
to the State and the crowning ornament of the most beau- 
tiful town in the United States. 



THE MADISON PEESS. 

The following paragraphs are extracted from an inter- 
esting historic sketch of the Dane County Press, written 
by Hon. David Atwood, of the State Journal, and pub- 
lished in the proceedings of the Wisconsin Editorial Con- 
vention, of 1865. The notices of the subsequent career 
of the ex-members of the Madison Press, are omitted, 
and the names of some of th#less successful enterprises 
are barely mentioned — these being the only respects in 
which the sketch seems to admit of condensation. 

WISCONSIN ENQUIRER 

" This was the first paper established in Madison, and 
the first number made its appearance on the 8th of No- 
vember, 1888. JosiAH A. NooNAN was the editor and 
proprietor. It was a six column weekly, and commenced 
its career full of spirit and energy. In the introductory 
I find the following paragraph : 

" With party politics we shall not for the present take 
any very active part, believing that there is nothing in the 
situation of the Territory that makes it necessary for the 
newspapers in it now, to burden their columns with labor- 
ed discussions of the common political questions of the 
day. Whenever we do enter the political arena, however, 
we shall be found advocating the principles and measures 
of the Democratic party." 

" The paper was not long free from politics. The great- 
est strife, however, was of a local nature. Parties at this 
day, had not become folly organized 
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"April 6, 1889, Mr. C. 0. Sholes became a partner 
with Mr. NooNAN, and the paper was published by NooN- 
AN & SnOLEa For a time, both of the proprietors being 
absent, 0. L. Sholes had the management of both the 
editorial and business departments of the establishment 

" November 80, Mr. Sholes retired, leaving Mr. Noon- 
AN cj^gain sole editor and proprietor. At this time another 
column was added to each page, making a seven column 
paper. 

"July 8, 1840, Mr. 0. C. Sholes again became a joint 
proprietor with Mr. NooNAN as editor and publisher. 

"December 6, 1840, Jlr- Noonait retired from the of- 
fice, leaving Mr. GO. Sholes sole editor and prpprietor. 

" April 10, 1841, Mr. George Hyeb became a partner 
with Mr. SH0LBS,.and the paper was conducted by Sholes 
&Hyer. 

"June 9, 1841, Mr. Sholes retired from the oflSice, leav- 
ing Mr. H7ER sole editor and proprietor. 

*^ February 28, 1842, Geo. Hyer retired from the oflice, 
and J. GiLLETT E^napp became sole editor and proprietor. 

"July 2, 1842, Mr. Knapp retired, and Mr. Harrison 
Eeed became the editor and publisher. Up to this time 
the Enquirer had been Democratic in politics, so far as it 
had been anything ; its special point was anti-DoTY. On 
assuming Qontrol of the establishment^ Mr. Reed changed 
the spelling of Wisconsin, at the head of the paper to 
" Wi^Jconsauj" and the position of the paper to that of a 
strong supporter of Doty. 

"September 2, 1842, Mr. Reed retired, and David 
Lambert succeeded him in the editorial control ot the 
paper — Mr, Peed, however, continuiug as publisher. In 
his introductory Mr* L. expressed bis dislike of both par- 
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ties, but pledged his support to the then National (Tyxer) 
and Territorial (Doty) administrations. 

"January 5, 1843, Mr. Rked withdrew entirely from 
the office, and Mr. Lambert became sole editor and pub- 
lisher. During this winter the paper sterns to have had 
a feeble existence, appearing about half the time on a 
small sheet, and printed on a very poor quality of paper. 
Strong symptoms of a decline were visible in the appear- 
ance of the sheet from week to week, 

"June 7, 1843, the office was conveyed, by Mh David 
Lambert, to BARLow Shackleford and Henry A. Lam- 
bert. From this date I have been unable to trace the 
Enquirer, From a notice, however, in the Madison Ex- 
press a week or two after this date, announcing its suspen- 
sion, I infer that no papers were Issued after the aWgn* 
ment to Messrs. Shackleford & Lambert, or, if any, 
not more than one number. It will be seen that, in an 
existence of something less than five years, the Enquirer 
experienced twelve changes of proprietorship. During 
most of the time the paper was very well printed, and 
gave evidence of a good degree of ability in its editorial 
columns ; more than is usual in small country places. 

THE MADISON EXPRESS. 

" The Madison Express was the title of the second pa- 
per established in Madison. The first number 'was issued 
on the 2d day of December, 1839. W. W. Wyman, ed- 
itor and publisher. It was a neatly printed six column 
weekly, paper, starting off in supporting the then Territo- 
rial administration, and claiming to be devoted ta the ad- 
vancement of the best interests of the people. 

" July, 1840, the Express was enlarged to a seven col- 
umn paper, and came out decidedly in favor of the Whig 
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party, raising thename of Wm. Henkt^Habeisok at the 
.editorial head-deQlariogforHABBisON and reform. We 
note no changes of proprietoraMp for several years. Dur- 
ia<T the term of the Second Constitutional Convention, m 
1847-8, and the' last Territorial legislature, the Express 
^ai issued t^i-we^kly. The paper continued with varied 
suceeas,. untSl May, 1848, when it was temporarily sua- 
bended, ^ot fivQ months the office remained idle, except 
to do a small amount of job printing-no paper being is- 
sued from it . , T^.^r^ 

"October 9, 1848, ,t|he office :was purchased by David 
Atwood andKoTAi. Buck, ,and the publication of the 
licprm was, at once resumed, under the title of Wisconsin 
Ihwm instead of Mensem Express, under the manage- 
ment of ■ Aiwcxpn & Buck, . .During the short time then 
previous to the general election of that year, but a five 
column paper was issued, which was sent for four weeks 
to all the old subscribers of the Express, and to many oth- 
ers, free of charge. It was intended only :as a campaign 
sheet, and warmly urged the election of Zachaey Tay- 
lor and MiLLABD Fillmoke to the Presidfipcy and Vice 
Presidency of the United States, ; •' 

. " November 16,. 1848, '^q Express appealed in its full 
feize (seven column weekly), printed on entirely new type. 
The publication was regularly continued with\>ut change 
till July 2, 1850, when Alvin E: Bovat became teaoci- 
ated with AtwOod &.Buok in its publication, bi^t he only 
remained in the establishment four weeks, when Atwood 
& Buck again resumed, full, control. D&ring the session 
of the Legislature, in 1862, \k&- Express was issued daily 
as well as weekly. : ' . 

"June 1, 1852,,the JSc/»«ss officfe was consolidated with 
that of the Wiscmsin Statesman, and %h6 names of both of 
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the old papers were dropped, and the consolidated paper 
appeared under the title of the Wiscmsin iState Palladium. 
For further particulars see history of the PaUadium. 

THB WISCONSIN DiBMOORAT. 

" This was the title of the third paper established in 
Madison. It was a six column weekly. The first nuta- 
ber was issued on the 18th day of October, 1842. J. 
GiLLETT E^NAPP and John DELANEY-editors and propri- 
tors. . It was a radical democratic states rights paper. 

" February 9, 1848, John P. Sheldon^ and Geo. Hyer 
succeeded. Messrs. Knapp & DelaNey in its publication, 
and the paper was continued without further change till 
March 14, 1844, when it was suspended. The printing 
material was afterwards purchased and used for printing 
the Argus. 

THE WISCONSIN ARGUS. 

" The first number of this paper was issued in Madison, 
on the 22d day of April, 1844-r-S. Mills A.Co., Propria- 
tors. The members of the firm were Simeon Mills, 
John Y. Smith, and Benjamin Holt. Mr. Smith had 
the entire control of the editorial department of the pa- 
per. It was a neatly printed six column weeldy, edited 
with ability, and bore at its mast head the names of Polk 
and DALLAa In its democracy, at this time, it was em- 
phatically in favor of free: trade, a hard money purrea- 
cy, &c. 

" December 22, 1846, H, A. Tbnkby, Esq., w;ho had 
been connected with the J(^erso7iian, at Galena^ Illinois^ 
purchased an interest in the Argiis establishment, and. be^ 
came a joint editor with Mr. Smith — S..MiLLs&Ca con- 
tinuing as publishers, 
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"February 15, 1.847. the Argus wag enlarged to a seven 
column paper, and at this time tlie name of Mr. Mills 
disappeared, and the name of the publishitrg firm was 
Tenne Y, SMira: & HoIiT.

A. Tennet, wbc^ became joint editors and pf oprietora of 
the paper. 

"iPor severjll years; the Argus had'beien the leadiiig pa- 
per in the Statcj of that branch of the Democratic. party, 
familiarly called " Old Hunkers," the Ztewocro^ at Madi- 
son, leading the other branch, known as " Tadpoles." 
The J.r^w5 was a liyely and ably conducted paper. It 
carried its party through many hard .fought politicjd obn- 
tests, with marked ability and success. The division of 
the Democa^tic party abpve alluded to^ \ir^ occasioned by 
a diflference of opinion respecting several of the provisions 
of the 'first ConstitXLtipn^ and the discussion during the 
canvass for and against the adoption .of that instrument 
The Argiis aiid its followers^ the "hunkers;" opposed- its 
adoption, aided by a large portion of the old whig party.; 
and the " Tadpoles " supported it. .The division thtis 
created, was continued within the. ranks 'of the party -for 
several years, but not so strong as to lose th^ power in the 
State-rexcept in a single termiof ' Governor (FarweLl) — 
until after theorgaiiiii&tiDii of the Bepublican party. 
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THE ARGUS AND DEMOCRAT CONSOlilDATED. 

"June 15, 1852, Mr. Tennet retired from the establish- 
ment; -and the two -Dendocratic papers of Madison — the 
Argus and the Democrat, were, merged in one, and Bebiah- 
BrowiT andS. D. Carpektbb became joint- editors and 
proprietors of the consolidated paper, whi^h retained the 
names of both 0f the old bnes^ aiKj appejured as the Argus 
and Democrat A daily was pelrmanently estai)lished at 
this time. It wasafiye column sheets neatly printed 
The Argus was issued daily during the preyious session of 
Legislature

"April 2, 1860, Messrs. E. A. Calkins ai;id M. Culla- 
.TON bought a new office, and ostensibly r^yiy;ed. the- pub- 
lication of the Argus and Dmocrcd, ,A d^ily and we.ekly 
were- established,. Th$ daily was- ^.sif jcolumu sheet 
The name of the firm was. E. Af Calkins & Co,. 

"December 6. 1860, daily enlarged to a seven column 
sheet. ' . i . \ ; : 

" Early in 1861, Mr. Calkins sold oijt h^is interest to 
John Y. Smith, and SMiTBand Cullaton comtinuedthe 
publication.. At this time: Mr. H. EL Smith bepame,an 
associate, editor. Up to this time the. paper had been 
Democratic in politica Mr. Smith devoted ^lis energies 
to the currency question mainly, rather leaning towards 
the Eepublican organization generally, and warmly sup-

" January 4, 1862. The daily Wa^ dlsconiinufed The 
weekly was continued till June 10,1862, When it went out 
without announcing its owH demise. ■ The tevired'ArguiS 
' and Democrat hskd an existence, hot mai^kdd with teiy 
brilliant success pecuniarily, though it was a spirited pa- 
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per, of two years and three weeka The material of the 
j)ffice was rented to Messrs. Egberts & Co., a few months, 
oa which they ejxecuted the State Printing till the follow- 
ing January. Afterwards the large Power Press was sold 
to the State /ournaf Offtpe^ and the balance of the material 
to Messra W.J* Pab^ & Co., who had become the State 
Printers. 

WidGONSIN PEMOOBAT. * 

"This paper was established January 11, 1846, by Be- 
' RIAH BfiowN, editor and publisher. It commenced as a 
six column paper. Democratic in politics, and was pub- 
lished weekly^*' 

"January 10, 1847, the Democrat was enlarged to a sev- 
en column sheet It was subsequently reduced to a five 
column paper, then- increased to six columns, and was 
consolidated with the Argus^ June 15, 1852. The new 
paper took the name 6i Argus and Democrat^ by Brown 
& Carpenter. The Democrat was published daily during 
'the sessions of 1851-2. 

" The paper Tiras a radical Democratic sheet, evincing at 
tiines marked ability. Mr. Brown was tie leading editor 
bf whdt was called the "Tadpole " branch of his party, 
during its eaiistence. 

WISCONSIN STATESMAN. 

" The first nui^be;r of this paper appeared in Madison, 
on tie firjt.day of August, 1850— W. W. Wyman& Sons 
(W. H. and A. IT. Wyman) publishers, It was an eight 
colum?! we^Jdy, ^eli printed — Whig, in; pplitica It be- 
longed to what was known as the Silver Gray branch of 
•the :Whig .p^tjri : Fw a time Willia^^ Welch, llsq., 
wa^ ciOAnected with the editorial management of Uie 
JStaimimL 
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" In the winter /of 1852, Wm. A. Btjgh became con- 
nected with the Statesman^ and it yas under the charge of 
Wtman & BuGH, until June 1, 1852, when the office was 
consolidated with that of tlie Wisc&tmn Mcpress. The re- 
sult of the consolidation was the establishment of the 
Wisconsin j^te Palladium. The Statesmah was published 
daily during the legislative session of 1852.- 

WJBCOKSIN STATB PALUUJIUM. 

" This paper was established on the first of June, 1852, 
^TWOOD, Wymans and Biic?:, editors and proprietors. 
A daily and weekly edition was at once issued from the 
office. The daily was a neat five column sheet, and the 
weekly was a large eight column paper. The subscription 
list to the weekly^ including those of .two old papers, was 
quite large ; but as the business was done almost wholly 
upon the credit system, the profits were small The Pal- 
ladium was really the continuance of two papers— the 
.Express and the Statesman. At this time, those two offices 
were consolidated, the names of both the old papers 
dropped, and the Wisconsin State Pattadiiim adopted as 
the name of the new issue. The new firm did not Work 
harmoniously, and the daily and weekly PalMdium only- 
had a brief existence of eleven weeks, when its publica- 
tion was suspended, and the material of the office soon 
passed into diflferent hands, forming parts of several print- 
ing officea 

WISCONSIN STATE JOUBNAI*. 

" This paper was established at Madisofct, by DavId At- 
WOOD, in. September, 1852. The first number of the daily 
bears date September 80, 1852, and was a five column 
paper. It might very properly be considered as the con- 
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tjnuation of the Mcpreps^ StcUesman and the Palladium^ as 
it was the successor of those papers, and by one of the 
publishers of them. The .office was entirely new, the 
type, presses and all the fixtures having been purchased 
expressly for . the establishment of the State Journal It 
commenced its qareer as a Whig paper ; but on the re-or- 
ganization of pajrties, became an advocate of the princi- 
ples and measures of the Republican party. 

"May 1, I85S, Mr. Horacb Rublee became connected 
with the eTbumaZ as an associate editor. 

** May 1, 1854, Mr. Rublee purchased an interest in 
the office and became equally interested in the publication* 
and editorial' management of the paper, with Mr. Atwood. 
At this time the daily was enlarged to a six column 
Bheet _ ....../ 

" May 1, 1855, Mr. G-eorge Gary became associated 
with Messrs. Atwoop.& Rublee in the management of 
th6 Journal 

"February 1, 1856, Mr, GARr retired from the office, 
leaving the entire management with Messrs* Atwood & 
Rublee again.- . About this time a tri- weekly edition was 
commenced, in addition to the daily and weekly editions. 

" June 1, 1857,. the daily and tri- weekly papers were 
eiilarged to seven columns to the page of each. 
/ "May i, 1859, Mn Harrison Reed became connected 
with the. paper, and it was published by Atwood^ Rub- 
lee & Reed. 

September 7, 1859. The weekly e/ournaZ was enlarged 
to a nine corumh sheet 

. " May 1, 1861. Mr/ Reed retired from the office, leav- 
ing Messr^. Atwood & Rublee again in full control. No 
other Qhange.has taken place in the proprietorship of the 
Jowrnalj and Ai^woop^^ Rublee coatinue as its editor? 
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and publishers, assisted at this time, in the editorial de- 
partment, by Harlan B£ Page. At diflferent times there 
have been connected with the Journal^ as local oi* associ- 
ate editors, Messrs." A. J. Tuener, no\r of the Portage 
Begister^ L. J. Bates, now of Michigan, H. K Smith, and 
James Eoss. 

" In September,. 1863, the. form of the weekly e/bwrna? 
was changed to an eight page paper, each page containing 
six- columns or forty-eight columns in all. 

WISCONSIN patriot. 

" The first number of this paper was issued in Madison, 
on the ITlh day of June, 1854 J. T. Marston and H. A, 
Tenney editors and proprietors. It was a neatly printed 
seven column weekly, and supported the- regular Democ- 
racy with fprce and ability. 

* "October 14, 1854, Mr. Tenney disposed of his inter- 
est to S. D. Carpenter; and shortly after Mr. Marston 
also disposed of his interest, and" withdrew from the es- 
tablishment 

"November 1, 1854, the daily Pa^rib^ a five oolulnn 
paper, was established by Messfs. . Carpenter & Co. 

*^ November 20, 1854, S. D. OARPfiNTER was anhounc- 
ed as political editor, and S. H. OARPENTfiR as local editor 
and publisher. 
. "February 12, 1855, the daily was enlarged to a six 
column papen :

umn paper, and S. BL. Carpenter retired from, the estab- 
lishment, having disposed of his interest to Rolla A, 
Law, Esq. S. D, Carpenter and R. A. Law were an- 
nounced as editors, and Rolla A. Law as publisher. 

" August !2, 1856, the weekly Patriot was enlarged to 
an eight column paper. 

"September 29, 1856, the dsHj Patriot wsis enlarged to 
an eight column paper. 

"July 2, 1857, R. A. Law retufed from the office, leaving 
S. D. Carpenter sole editor and proprietor. 
' " August 24, 1857, Mr. John T. Martin became a joint 
publisher with Carpenter, the napie of the firm being 
Carpenter & Martin. 

"December 1, 1857, the daily was reduced to a six col- 
umn paper. 

** April 16, 1858, Mn Martin withdrew from the es- 
tablishment, Mr. Carpenter leasing the office for two 
years. About this time the name of James Ross appear- 
ed as the local editor. 

" April 4, 1859, Mr. George Hybh purchased an interest 
in the office, and the paper was continued by Carpenter 
& Hyer as joint publishers. Abput Uiis time Beriah 
Brown became associated with the Patriot as editor bat 
continued in this connection only a few months, when he 
retired irom the position, leaving Carpenter & Hyer in 
full control. The paper continued in the same hands 
without change— except that S. D< Carpenter withdrew 
from the ^itorial department of the paper during the po- 
litical campaign of 1861— leaving Mr. Hyer sole editor, 
till the spring. of. 1864, April, I think, when the partner- 
ship of Carpenter & Hyer was dissolved, and the office 
was leased to Peter Stout, J, B. Hyer and W, W. Bird^ 
who continued the publication of the daily and weekly 
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Patriot In the mean time, the weekly had been changed 
to an eight page paper, and the daily had been reduced in 
size to a six column sheet Soon after the new arrange- 
ment, A. B. Braley, Esq., assumed the editorial manage- 
ment of Jihe Patriot and continued in this position till the 
close of the presidential campaign of 1864 The Patriot 
gave a vigorous support to Gen. McClellan for the 
Presidency. At the close of the campaign, Mr. B. with- 
drew from the editorial charge of the paper. 

"November 14, the publication of the Patriot was sus- 
pended. 

THE WISOON-SIlSr CAPITOL. 

" This paper was established in Madison, and the first 
number of the Daily Capitol made its appearance on the 
17th day of April, 1865 —E. A. Oalkinb, editor, and W. 
J. Park & Co., publishers. A daily and weekly paper 
is issued from the oflBice. The daily is a seven column 
sheet, and the weekly an eight column paper. It has not 
become identified with any political party as yet 

THE WISCONSIK DEMOCRAT. 

A paper bearing the above title was established in Mad- 
ison, on the 11th day of October, 1865, by Geo. Hyer 
and D. W. Fernandez, under the]firm of Hyer & Fer- 
nandez. It is published daily and weekly — the former 
being a six column and the latter an eight column paper. 
It is democratic in politics. 

WISCONSIN journal OF EDUCATION. 

"In January, 1858, this 'monthly publication was re- 
moved from Racine, where it had been issued for about 
six years, to Madison. It contained forty pages of matter, 
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devoted wholly to the cause of education ; was neatly 
printed, and proved a valuable periodical to teachers and 
all others connected with the education of children. It 
was ostensibly published under the direction of the Wis- 
consin Teachers' Association, but really by Mr. A. J. 
Craig, who had the whole management of the" Journal^ 
both as editor and publisher. 

"June, 1860, Mr. Craig withdrew from the conduct 
of the Journal^ and was succeeded by Rev. J. B. Pradt, 
by whom the publication was continued until July, 1865. 

THE WISCONSIN FARMER. 

" Early in the year 1855, Messrs. Mark Miller and S. 
P. Lathrop, who had been publishing for some years the 
Wisconsin and Iowa Farmer and Northwestern OuUivator, 
at Janesville, removed the office of that monthly to Madi- 
son, where %ey continued the publication till about the 
close of the year 1855, when Messrs. D. J. Powers and 
E. W. Skinner purchased the interest of Mr. Miller. 
It was enlarged in January, 1856, and the words "and 
Iowa" dropped from the title. It contained forty-eight 
pages of closely printed matter in each number, devoted 
to Agriculture, Horticulture, Mechanic Arts and Educa- 
tion. It was edited with spirit and ability, and obtained 
in 1857 a circulation of 10,000 copies. In January, 1857, 
Dr. J. W. HoYT became connected with the editorial man- 
agement of the Farmer, During the year 1857 the Far^ 
mer was published by Messrs. Powers & Skinner, assist- 
ed in the editorial department by Dr. Hoyt. 

" January 1, 1858, Mr. Skinner retired from the Far- 
mer, and Messrs. Powers & Hoyt became joint editors 
and publishera This arrangement continued through the 
years 1858 and 1859. At the commencement of the year 
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1890 the publishing firm was D. J. Powers & Co., Dr. 
HoYT remaining in the editorial department (The com- 
pany, at this time, was Messrs. Atwood & Rubi^eb, of the 
State Journal) 

**In February, 1861, D. J. Powers & Co. disposed of 
all interest in the Farmer^ and the publishing firm became 
J. W. HoYT & Co., being J. W. Hoyt and Albert Wood. 
This arrangement continued through the year 1861, when 
Mr. Wood disposed of all interest in the Farmer^ and 
Messrs. Hoyt & Campbell became'the publishers, (J. W. 
Hoyt and C. M. Campbell.) 

"In the January number, for 1865, a slight change is 
indicated, Mr. Hoyt is announced as editor and 0. M. 
Campbell as publisher, and this arrangement continued 
until the death of Mr. Campbell, in November, 1865, 
when C. H. Allen assumed the place of publisher, with 
Dr. Hoyt as editor. The Farmer has experienced sever- 
al changes of proprietorship, and has probably never yield- 
ed a large profit to any one connected with it, but it has 
always been an able and interesting agricultural publica- 
tion, well adapted to the wants of the great West Mrs. 
J. W. Hoyt has aided materially in the editorial manage 
ment of the Farmer for several years. Many gracefully 
written articles from her pen have appeared m it from 
time to time. 

"DE NORKES VEN." — THE NORTHMAN'S FRIEND. 

" The first paper established in Dane County, printed 
ill a foreign language, was one bearing the above title, in 
the Norwegian language, by Ole Torgerson. The first 
number appeared in July, 1850. It was neatly printed, 
and edited with care and ability. In politics it was Whig. 
The support was limited, and after a few months it was 
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discontinued for want of sufficient encouragement This 
was the second paper in the Norwegian language estab- 
lished in the Stata 

" DEB NOBSKE AMERIKANER." — ^THE NORWEGIAN AMEE- 

ICAN. 

" This paper was established in Madison, in December, 
1854, by Elias Stangeland, Esq., and was continued to 
be published by him till May, 1857, when it was discon- 
tinued. It was Democratic in politics, and was edited 
with spirit and ability. Its circulation was small and the 
office did not pay expenses. 

"NOBDSTREREN." — THE NORTH STAR. 

"This paper was started in Madison on the first of 
June, 1857, by the " Scandinavian Democratic Press As- 
sociation," and was continued till December of the same 
year, when it was suspended, until the fall of 1858. The 
establishment was rented in August, 1858, to H BoR- 
pcHENius, Esq., who revived the publication of the paper 
and continued it for a year or two, when it was discontin- 
ued. It was a Democratic paper, and had a fair circula- 
tion. 

THE BMIGRAl^EN. 

"This paper was established at Inmansville, Eock 
County, in 1852, by the '* Scandinavian Press Associa- 
tion." It was at first Democratic in politics, but subse- 
quently became a strong Republican paper. In the fall of 
1857, the JEmigranten office was removed to Madison, 
where the paper has been published ever since. For sev- 
eral years past it has been under the exclusive charge of 
C. F. SoLBERG, Esq. It has a large circulation and is an 
ably edited paper. 
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" Besides these papers, there have been one or two re- 
ligious periodicals published in Madison in the Norwegian 
language, but I have no particulars in regard to them. 

" Of the German press at Madison, I have been enable 
to obtain but little information, and that of a very general 
character. There was the S^xmU Zietung^ Democratic, by 
August Kruer, which was published a year or two. 
Mr. K. was an accomplished writer and speaker. He died 
a year or two ago. The Madison Zietung^ Bepublican, 
was published a year or two by different men. Messrs. 
FucHS & LiNDEMANN had charge of it for a time in 1857, 
I think, then E. EuLLMANN, &a It was never well sup- 
ported, and did not half pay expenses, though it was an 
ably conducted paper. The Madison Demokrat was estab- 
lished in 1858, by Simon Sickles. It was continued, 
several different persons being connected with it, at differ- 
ent times, till 1860, when it was discontinued. This is 
about all the information I have been able to obtain of 
the German press of the county. No paper is now pub- 
lished in that language in the county."

A weekly German paper, bearing the above title, was 
established in Madison, in October, 1865, by C. Lohmann, 
and is still published. It is a six column paper, and in 
politics is democratic.
